Notwithstanding the fact that 
Holland has had an agreement 
with Britain to suppl” her with 
foodstuffs in equal amounts with 
other, European nations these 
official Dutch. statistics show 
that in 1915 arid 1916 Holland 
Shipped into Germany 1,444,115 
tons of foodstuffs and during the 
'| same time only 141,793 tons to 
ngland, 

The first duty of the United 
States as her share in the great 
war at the present time is to 
supply her Allies with food and 
money and since the food supply 
is far short of the demand the 
United States government had 
no alternative in placing this 
embargo if she is to do her 
share of the task allotted to her.
